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Bills may alter board

State Sen- James Lewis, D- 
South Pittsburg. has introduc¬ 
ed a bill requiring that one- 
third of the members of the UT 
Board of Trustees be from the 
majority party (currently the 
Democrats) and another bill 
eliminating the present law 
requiring that one-third of the 
board be from the minority 
party (presently the Republi¬ 
cans). 

Lewis claims that he 'filed 
these bills with the Senate 
Education Committee because 
of the “partisan politics" of 
Gov. Lamar Alexander, who 
appoints one board member 
from each of the nine 
congressional districts. 

“Our'non-partisan’governor 
has seen fit to appoint all 
Republicans," Lewis stated. “If 
you mandate one-third 
Republicans, you should 
mandate one-third Demo¬ 
crats." 

John Parish, Alexander's 
press secretary, maintains 
that talent and ability, not 
politics, are the criteria used to 
make board appointments. 


“flit! (Alexander's) selection 
of the Board of Trustees is not 
based on political considera¬ 
tions," Parish said. 

He explained that • the 
governor looks for individuals 
who are “successful in their 
own fields and value higher 
education. 

“I think several of them 
would be surprised to know 
they’re Republicans." Parish 
added. 

' Jimmy Harrison, an 
Alexander appointtee to the 
board and president of the 
Martin Bank, said that he was 
appointed as an independent, 
explaining that he was a 
strong supporter of both 
Alexander and Democratic 
State House Speaker Ned 
McWherter. 

“Politics should not be the 
determinant of who sits on the 
board." Harrison explained. 

He added that since he had 
been serving on the board, 
political sidings have never 
been a deciding factor in board 
actions. 

“The people on the board 
have an interest in the 


university system," the four- 
year member said. 

Bill Hollings. attorney for 
the education committees of 
the House and Senate, said 
that in “few instances” 
appointments have been 
questioned for being political¬ 
ly motivated. 

Under these circumstances, 
the individuals have declined 
consideration, according to 
Hollings. 

He added that the present 
law also requires that one- 
thirjd of the board be UT 
alufnni and at least one 
member be female. 

Other education governing 
bodies have politcal and non¬ 
political makeup require¬ 
ments. Hollings said. 

The nine-member 
Board of Education, which 
governs the state's public 
education, must 
minimum of three 
and three Republicans. 

The Board of Regents, which 
governs all state universities 
not in the UT system, has no 
composition requirements. 


Phone system is success

According to UTM’s 
Director of Purchasing and 
Business Services, this year's 
new telephone system has been 
successful in helping people to 
call into the dorms and other 
campus offices. 

The new Bystem allows calls 
to be made directly into a dorm 
room instead of having to call 
the dorm and then wait to be 
connected to a room, which 
was last year’s system. 

“The new system didn't 
address out calls.” Dru 
Crawley continued. “Trying to 
call out is a problem but we 
probably won’t do anything 
about it" 

“Our systenPhas 32 lines 
going straight to the students 
and 61 lines to the administra¬ 
tion. These lines are called 
trunks," added Crawley. 


Crawley explained. “If 32 
students In the dorms are on 
out. the student won't get a d ial 
tone and the pick-up will be 
monitored as busy time." 

“We monitor traffic on our 
phone system every day. 24 
hours a day. to see how much 
busy time we arc getting." he 
said. 

“One percent or less busy 
time is considered an excellent 
service," continued the 8 year 
UTM staff member. “We are 
presently hitting one-two 
percent." 

According to Crawley, the 
maximum amount of busy 
time for UTM's system is 
46,080 seconds a day. “We 
average 200-300 seconds of 
busy time a day." he added. 

"Students talk more than the 
average." he added with a 
smile. ‘The average student in 
the dorm makes about five 
calls a day." 


“Our present system will tx 
. paid for in about three yean 
and then we will have money U 
buy additional equipment,' 
said the director. 

“Hopefully, all dorm rooms 
will be able to get their own 
line instead of a party line." he 
added. 

"The third floor of Ellington 
has party lines now but in 
August we will convert those to 
straight lines." he said. 
“Ellington will be the only 
major step in the system until 
the three years pass." 

"About three weeks ago. we 
duf add 18 states which can be 
accessed on the WATS line." he 
said. 

According to Crawley, there 
haven’t been many complaints 
about the phone system this 
year. “But there have been a 
few concerning long distance 
and not being able to get a line 
out." n

Bennett supports cut

UTM students should 
prepare to "give up their cars 
and stereos." along with 
.students from all over the 
country, according to 
Education Secretary William 
Bennett. 

Bennett, at a news 
conference held Monday. Feb. 
11. announced that he was 
supporting President Reagan's 


proposed 25 percent cut in aid 
to students. 

“You have to look at the 
major picture,” Bennett said. 
“You have to look at where the 
target must be. I think the 
administration is absolutely 
right" 

Reagan's proposal calls for a 
$4,000 cap on Federal aid to 
any student, and that no aid go 
to a student whose family 
income is more than $32,500.

Thomas 
said. 

"After arriving at the 
training site, the Strike Force 
candidates were given the 
chance to put classroom work 
to practical use/’cQjjioiented_,_ 
Cadet Major IdTCoble. 

Each candidate was 
appointed the position of patrol 
leader and evaluated by a 
member of Strike Force, 
according to how well the 
position was handled. The 
candidates' positions were 
changed throughout the 
weekend. 

The first operation perform¬ 
ed was a reconnaissance patrol 
of an objective in “enemy 
territory." 

“A reconnaissance patrol is 
what you can call a sneak-and- 


peek operation to find oui what 
is out there," explained Coble. 

After completing its first 
task, the patrol pulled back 
and waited for further orders, 
which were to raid the 
objective by destroying 
whatever was located there. 

Coble stated that performing 
\partisan link-ups. setting up 
patrol bases and conducting 
'ambushes were other tasks 
p^formed by the patrol. 

"We used pyrotechnics such 
.as smoke grenades, flares and 
artillery simulators to make 
the situation as real as 
possible,” stated Thomas. “The 
realism of being in the woods 
also tested how well the patrol 
leaders worked under 
pressure." 

Having been on the move 
constantly far'30''hours. the 
Strike Force eqded its 
weekend exercise at 1 p.m. 
Sunday, and returned to 
Martin in two half-ton trucks. 

"We all benefited from the 
exercise, but it was mostly for 
the candidates’ benefit.” 
Thomas concluded. • 


Bennett's predeccessor, 
Terrel Bell, said that the cuts 
will hurt both students and 
colleges and will be rejected by 
Congress.

In fending off the criticism, 
Bennett said. “We've got very- 
serious budget deficits. I think 
everyone concedes that We've 
got a student loan default rate 
of 10 percent. The administra¬ 
tion is saying that we want to 
provide opportunities for 
students to go to college, who 
might not otherwise be able to

B-movie warms this cinematic wasteland

A car cruise* down a wintery 
country road. George Thorogood'a 
"Bad lo the Bone" blare* on the 
soundtrack. The car’* driver i* a 
greasy no-account named Loudon. 
He atop* and chats with a young 
girl hitchhiker, then picks her up. 
She asks what his first name is. He 
says he doesn't have one. She pulls 
a gun. "Everybody's got two 
names." she says, and shoots him 
dead. 


These are the opening momenta 
of filAygroubd, a British film 
being shown on Cinemas this 
month. The film illustrates the 
advantage of having cable TV in 
sn area as culturally back in the 
woods as this-Sfayprouad would 
neter play at the Varsity. 


Slayground is a linear, 
stlaight-forfeard thriller that 
doesirt waafe time or try to get 
cule. One sqene follows the next in 
logical progression, with no fancy 
camera adgles or wild editing. 
This is gdod ol* B-movie to-the- 
point filmmaking, a nice change 
from the pretentiousness rampant 
in the monies today. 


Which is not to say that there 
aren’t some truly strange 
momenta in the film (just look at 
that opening sequence). People are 
known by their last names only, or 
nicknames, which seem to be more 
labels for their personalities than 
me** monikers. The settings are 
all rather strange, and the film 
communicates primarily by visual 
means, rather than by what the 
characters say. i 


plunders are knocked off. but 
when a young girl-an innocent 
bystander-is accidentally killed 
by their immature driver. Stone 
goes wild with rage. This is only 
one of the neat little moral twists 
just below the surface of the film- 
the drivers are responsible for 
their own deaths because they 
willingly took their jobs, but the 
girl is not. 


seta out with a single-mindedness 
that is alpiost otherworldly. He is 
never seen clearly, but has Roy 
Scheider’s profile and Roddy 
McDowall’s voice. He’s so nasty, in 
fact, he even kills one victim's dog. 

Stone and the Shadowman face 
off in London, in a deserted 
amusement park-the “slaygro- 


The strongest point in the film’s 
favor is the castingof Peter Coyote 
in the lead role. Coyote is an actor 
who has been wasted in 
supporting roles for far too long, 
and will hopefully land other 
starring assignments. He was the 
key-jingling good-guy scientist in 
E.T., and the first National 
Guardsman killed in Southern 
Comfort Even when he's playing 
a jerk, there's something 
compelling and likable about the 
guy. and his role in Slayground 
brings this paradox out. 

Coyote plays Stone (again, only 
one name), a thief who specializes 
in armored-car robberies. 8tone is 
not concerned in the least when 
the drivers of the vehicles he

Coyote's talent and charm have 
to carry the burden of audience 
identification here, because just 
based on what he says and does.

Stone gets into 
trouble because he's careless, and 
he can't start fighting back until 
he stops being so. Even the 
Shadowman's ultimate downfall 
is caused from his one careless 
moment of boasting. 


Movies like this make me glad u> 
pay the |23 or so each month it 
lakes to get Cinemax. Nearly 
every month, there's sometking- 
movies such as Slayground. or 
This is Spinal Tap. or Frances- 
that allows us poor boondock- 
locked people to see what's really 
happening in the'world of cinema 
Some college campuses make it 
a point to show films like this, that 
you can’t see anywhere else. Then 
again, some-like UTM-are too 
concerned with getting the latest 
box-office hit that everyone's 
already seen.

The pitching staff, along with 
the return of veteran performers 
and incoming players will be the 
keys fo*- the Pacers as they tackle a 
Sl-TWTie regular season slate and 
prepare toward the Gulf Booth 
Conference Northern Division 
Tburtumwnt in late April.

UTM student goes to championship

UTM student. Kwan Nam. ia no 
different than other students on 
campus, except he has competed 
in a world event, something 
everyone hasn't done. 

Nam. a &-foot-8. 170 pound 
Black Belt in the martial art Tae 
K won-Do came to UTM last fall 
from Seoul Korea wjtere he 
represented his country in the 
World Junior Tae Kwon-Do 
Championship in 1975. 

"Representing my county in a 
world tournament was the biggest 


event in my life." said Nam. who 
was in junior high school while he 
was in the tournament 

Before partiepating in the 
World Junior Tae Kwon-Do 
Championship, he won the gold 
medal in Seoul's Championship, 
and the silver medal in Korea’s 
Junior Championship. 

While competing in the semi¬ 
final of the World Championship. 
Kwan Nam suffered an injury to 
his right knee early in the match, 
but still managed to win the 
'decision. 

“Doctors told me the injury was 
a result of kicking too much, and I 


shouldn't continue in order to 
prevent further damages." Nam 
explained. 

Not taking the doctors advice. 
Nam entered the finals only able 
to kick with his left leg. which 
proved to be the disadvantage that 
caused him to lose the match by 
two points. 

Nam said. “Even though my leg 
was in pain throughout the match. 
I was able to stay close in the 
scoring by blocking a lot of my 
opponents punches and using my 
favorite kick, the half-moon." 

He wasn't able to compete stall 
in 1976 because of the injured 


knee, but returned to competition 
in 1977 and won the gold in 
Korea's Mini-Olympics, even 
though the knee continued to 
plague him. 

His search for medical help was 
unsucceasfuUantil a rare herbal 
plant has brought to him by a 
doctor from the Jili mountains of 
Southern Korea. 

“I tied the plant down over my 
knee everyday for a week, and my 
leg healed within six months." 
said Nam. 

In 1979 he was strong as ever, 
and let it be known by taking the 
gold medal in the President 


Championship, Korea Champion¬ 
ship and the Blue Dragon 
Championship. 

Nam again earned the 
opportunity to compete in a world 
championship, but declined to 
participate because he didn’t want 
to be obi igated to attend the Sports 
University in Korea. 

"If I didn't keep up in my 
academic studies. I would be 
obligate to attend the Sporta 
University." explained Nam. 

"I felt my academic studies were 
more important than being a 
sports hero.” he added.

UTM Strike Force seeks state title hot rods pStesfco.

UTM's Strike Force is 
competing in the Best Ranger 
Contest, a patrolling and 
marksmanship contest; at East 
Tennessee Stale University. 

On March 28. 29. and 30. six 
members of ROTC’s Strike Force 
will compete for the title of Best 
Ranger against teams from nine 
other Tennessee universities. 

The members selected to 
represent UTM are Lix Coble. 
Jochcn Thomas. Keith Poyner. 
David Moore. Ivan Bradley and 
Mark Minor. Master Sgt. 
Tranthar. will be going as 
supervisor 

The three day event includes 
rifle and pistol markmanship. 
swimming, physical training 
(l*T). military skills, weapons 
skills, tactics and strategy, 
building bridges and a written 
patrolling test. 


There will also be a day and 
night field course and a by-athalon 
similar to the one in the Olympics 
The by-athalon consists of a 10 
mile road march during which 
contestants must stop and shoot at 
targets to gain points. If a target is 
missed, a lap is added to the 
march 

They will be judged in three 
ways; individually, as a “buddy 
team" and as a school team 
The “buddy teams" consist of 
Thomas and Coble as one. Poyner 
and Moore as another, and 
Bradley and Minor as the third 
Coble feels confident that they 
will do well in the competition 
“We have a strong team." she says 

To prepare for this contest 
Strike Force has had PT three 
days a week all quarter and 
several classes on patrolling and 
tactics. 


According to Coble. UTM has 
more classes to prepare the team 
than most of the other schools that 
will be participating. 

The Strike Force has gone on 
two road marches of five and eight 
miles long which they had to 
complete during a certain time 
period They also have had classes 
on weapons skills and practiced in 
the rifle range under Maj. Beard's 
instruction 

This coming weekend they will 
be going on Winter FTX. Field 
Training Exercise, to prepare 
them even more. 

During the next month Strike 
Force will be having at leaat one 
more road march and increase 
their PT classes to five dayi a week 
as well as taking more classes on 
weapons, tactics and patrolling 
skills. 

The Best Ranger Contest is 
designed after what a professional 


army ranger might come up 
against in a war-xone situation. 

The ranger's job is to gather 
information about the enemy and 
deliver it to his supervisors. 
Rangers have to know how to 
defend themselves, avoid the 
enemies' traps and move quietly 
and quickly without being 
discovered. 

Strike Force is a small unit 
associated with army ROTC 
designed to give training as a 
professional army ranger. Strike 
Force members learn partolling 
skills, weapons skills and tactics 
skills as well as gaining physical 
fitqwa in PT classes, which 
generally consist of various types 
•if exercises. 

UTM's Strike Force is one of 10 
ranger clubs in Tennessee 
connected to army ROTC offered 
in 10 different colleges throughout 
the state who will compete in next 
month’s contest.

Dr. George Drew. UTM dean of 
education, was elected to the 
Commission by the membershipof 
the Tennessee Association of 
College for Teacher Education 
(TACTE). The Commission will 
present a report at the TACTE 
spring meeting, outlining its 
recommendations. The report will 
then be submitted for considera¬ 
tion to the Tennessee Higher 
Education Commission (THEC) 
and the Tennessee State Board of 
Educati— 


“I feel that this Commission has 
been charged with a vital task and 
am pleased to serve on it. The 
continuing improvement of 
teacher preparation is necessary 
at this point and another of the 
worthw.le efforts of Gov 
Alexanders Better School* 
Program." Drew said 

He explained that the 
Commission will be looking at 
auch topics as entrance 
requirements to teacher education 
programs, certification require¬ 
ments. five and six year teacher 
education programs and both 
state and national accreditation of 
teacher education programs. 

“The Commission will use 
mandates emanating from the 


Reform Act of 1984 The members 
will also be soliciting reaction*, 
perceptions and positions from 
concerned constituencies such aa 
THEC. the Tennessee Education 
Association and the State 
Department of Education as well 
as other agenejes." Drew 
explained. In addition, a 
multiplicity of national reports 
like the National Commission of 
Excellence in Teacher Education, 
will be utilized extenxivclv.
